Twelve senators, led by Senator 
la Follette and encouraged by Senator 
Stone, democratic chairman of the for- 
eign relations committee, in a filibus- 
ter denounced by President Wilson’s 
spokesman as the most reprehensible 
in the history of any civilized nation, 
defied the will of an overwhelming 
majority in congress up to the last 
minute today and denied fo the presi- 
dent a law authorizing him to arm 
American merchant ships to meet the 
German submarine menace. 

Unyielding throughout twenty-six 
hours of continuous session to appeals 
that their defiance of the president 
would be humiliating to the country; 
uncompromising in a crisis described 
to them as the most serious to the 
nation since the civil war, La Follette 
and his small group of supporters re- 
fused a majority of their colleagues 
an opportunity to vote on the armed 
neutrality bill and it died with the 
sixty-fourth congress. 


BRAND PLACED 
ON FILIBUSTERS. 


To fix responsibility before the coun- 
try, seventy-six senators, thirty repub- 
licans and forty-six democrats, signed 
a manifesto proclaiming to the world 
that they favored passage of the 


measure. 
The text of the manifesto follows: 


“The majority of United States 
senators favored the passage of 
the senate bill authorizing the 
president of the United States to 
arm American merchant vessels, 
a similar bill having already pass- 
ed the house by a vote of 403 to 13. 
Under the rules of the senate al- 
lowing unlimited dedate it appears 
to be impossible to obtain a vote 
previous to noon, March 4, 1917, 
when this session of congress ex- 
pires. We desire the statement 
entered on the record to establish 
the fact that the senate favored 
the legislation and would pass it 
if a vote could be obtained.” 
Thirteen senators declined to sign 

the declaration, but one of them, Sen- 
ator Penrose, republican, of Pennsyl- 
vania, announced that he would have 
voted for the bill had opportunity been 


afforded him.

WARNINGS ISSUED 
AS DIME STREANS 
FLOOD LOWLANDS 


Thousands of Acres in the 
Chattahoochee Valley In- 
undated — Other Georgia 
| Rivers Out of Banks. 


MONTGOMERY IN DANGER, 
AS IS ALSO CHATTANOOGA 


Feared That Threatened 
Floods, Especially in Ten- 
nessee, Will Be the Most 
Disastrous in Many Years. 


Five southern states—Tennessee, Ala- 


bama, Georgia, North Carolina and Vir- 
ginia—are threatened with disastrous 
floods. 

Rivers already are over their banks 
in eastern Tennessee, southern Georgia 
and eastern Alabama, with considerable 
property damage and hundreds home- 
less in Tennessee. So far no loss of 
life has been reported. 

Chattanooga and Knoxville, in Ten- 
nessee, and Montgomery and Tusca- 
loosa, in Alabama, are the cities most 
directly threatened. Lowlands around 
the two Tennessee towns already have 
been flooded and in Chattanooga many 
residents have been driven from their 
homes. Suburbs of Knoxville are cut 
off by flood waters. 

Besides the Tennessee river, the 
Cumberland in that state is expected 
to reach the flood stage tomorrow, 
while further east Little Pigeon river 
has overflowed its banks. 

Georgia Streams Rising. 

Rivers at flood stage in Alabama 
are the Alabama, Black Warrior, Tom- 
bigbee and Chattahoochee. In Georgia, 
the Oconee, Ocmulgee and Chattahoo- 
chee are to be at flood stage Monday. 
In North Carolina the Roanoke and 
Neuse rivers are rising rapidly and 
mav overflow Monday, while the Upper 
James in Virginia is threatening to 
go out of its banks. 

The floods are the result of heavy 
rain's for the past several days through- 
out the south. Flood stages in the 
ten rivers are predicted on the present 
rainfall. Generally rain or snow is 
forecast for tomorrow in the five 
states affected, but fair weather 
promised for Tuesday. 

The threatened floods apparently 
cover a winder area than any floods 
recorded in the ‘south in recent years 
and all indications are that in some 
places, particularly in eastern Ten- 
nessee, they will be the most disastrous 
in many years. 

OCMULGEE RIVER 
NEAR FLOOD STAGE. 

Macon, Ga., March 4.—Reports from 
southern Georgia show that many 
streams are out of their banks and that 

the rivers are rising rapidly as a result 
of the heavy rains during the past few 
days. The Ocmulgee river is seven- 
tenths of a foot from flood stage, and 
the local weather bureau predicts that 
the flood stage will be reached or 
passed before morning. 

The most serious washout thus far is 
reported on the Montgomery division 
of the Central of Georgia railroad, near 
Union Springs. Passengers Weve *rans- 
ferred and trains arrived here several 
hours late. 

DAMAGING FRESHET 


ON OCONEE FEARED, 

Milledgeville, Ga., March 4.—<(Spe- 
cial.)\—Heavy w ashing rains have fallen 
here almost steadily for 48 hours, and 
it is still raining. The Oconee river 
has reached the flood stage and is ris- 
ing this afternoon ten inches an hour. 
a damaging freshet seems inevitable.

CHATTANOOGA FOLKS

Chattanooga, Tenn., March 4.—Heavy 
rains of the last few days have swelled 
the Tennessee river and tributaries un- 
til tonight it was spreading over low- 
lands, forcing several hundred Chatta- 
nooga families to abandon their homes, 
and causing thousands of dollars dam- 
age.

“DRY” LAW EFFECTIVE JULY 1; 
PRESIDENT SIGNS RESOLUTION 


Washington, March 4.—President 
Wilson today signed the Moon reso- 
lution, adopted last night by the 
senate and house, which postpones 


ugtil July 1 the effectiveness of the 
liquor amendments to the postal 
appropriation bill. These amend- 
ments prohibit the shipping of alco- 
holic liquors into states which pre- 
vent their manufacture and sale, 
and close the United States mails 
to newspapers or any publications 
or cards carrying liquor advertise- 
ments which are to be sent into 
states which prohibit the circula- 
tion of such advertisements in 
those commonwealths. 


Following a conference Sunday night 
between Governor Nat EH. Harris, Thom- 
as B. Felder, who has _ just 
turned from Washington, and other 
members, of the central committee of 
the Georgia Anti-Saloon league, it is 


a certainty that Governor Harris will 
call an extra session of the Georgia 
legislature for the enactment of “bone 
dry’’ prohibition in Georgia. 

This assertion is fhased upon com- 
ment from the governor and the defi- 
nite statement from those in confer- 
ence with the governor that ‘within 
fifteen days from next Tuesday the 
state of Georgia will be ‘bone dry.’ ” 

The governor himself declined to 
make the definite statement that he 
has decided to -call an extra session, 
but there is every reason to believe 
that he will issue next Wednesday a 
proclamation convoking the general as- 
sembly to meet in extra session on 
Monday or Tuesday, March 19 and 20. 
The governor is understood to antici- 
pate that the legislature will have 
completed its work of repealing the 
Georgia liquor shipping law within one 
week. 


STUDIES 
AMENDMENT. 


Governor Harris spent a good part 
of Sunday studying the Reed amend- 
ment and the possible consequences in 
Georgia of the Moon resolution post- 
poning the date when the amendment 
will become effective until July 1. 

The governor admitted that he sees 
in the situation many phases which do 
not make for the progress of prohibi- 
tion in Georgia and which might pos- 
sibly furnish justifiable grounds for 
calling an extra session. 

The postponement of the date of 
effectiveness of the Reed amendment 
means that whatever relief that enact- 
ment of congress might afford Georgia 
will not be available until July 1.

Washington, March 
Wilson took the oath of office for his 
second term at noon today in his room 
at the capitol, and will be formally in- 
augurated tomorrow with public cere- 
monies reflecting a great national ex- 
pression of Americanism. 

Before a desk piled with executive 
business laid before him in the closing 
hours of congress, and surrounded by 
members of his official family, 
president reaffirmed with uplifted hand 


hold the constitution in whatever crisis 
may confront the .nation in the mo- 
mentous four years before it. 

After he had repeated s 
oath taken first fby~ “Washington a 
century and a quarter ago, he kissed 
the Bible at the passage reading: 

“(The Lord is our refuge; @ very pres- 
ent help in time or trouble.” 

Chief Justice White administered the 
oath and was the first to extend his 
congratulations. Wringing the presi- 
dent’s hand, the chief justice looked 
fervently into his face for a moment, 
and then said brokenly: 

“Mr. President, I am 
happy.” 

Members of the cavinet then crowded 
up with expressions of regard. Mr. 
Wilson received them with a smile 
and then turned back to his desk to 
complete his interperted task. 

Will Take Oath Again Today. 

Tomorrow the president will take the 

oath again on the inaugural stand be- 
fore the _ capitol. He might have 
omitted today’s ceremony under prec- 
edents established by other presidents, 
but he decided to comply literally with 
the constitutional stipulation that he 
take office at noon on the fourth of 
March. 
. Vice President Marshall did not take 
the oath today. He will be sworn in for 
his second term tomorrow at the spe- 
cial session of the new senate, with 
the usual vice presidential inaugura- 
tion ceremony. 

Tonight the eapital, filled with the 
thousands who have come from. the 
four quarters of the nation for the 
quadrennial event, was a-tiptoe in an- 
ticipation of tomorrow’s demonstration. 
Although the inaugural was planned by 
the president's direction to be as sim- 


very, very 


it will not be different in general char- 
acter from the usual ceremony. 

As customary, the president, after he 
has taken the oath ahd delivered his 
inaugural address on an open-air stand 
before the capitol, will ride back to the 
white house at the head of a parade of 
I\many thousands, including the dis- 
tinguished of the land, military and 
naval organizations, and a long line of 
delegations of private citizens. Then 
he will review the marchers from a 
stand before the white house grounds. 
Parade to Pass Between Troops. 
One feature, however, will reflect di- 
rectly the gravity of the international] 
situation. Down Pennsylvania avenue 
the parade will pass between lines of 
national guardsmen chosen from. the 
New York regiments forming a mili- 
tary barrier on etther side of the line 
of march. Not since Lincoln’s second 


inauguration during the civil war 
have troops been stationed to keep spec- 
tators back from an inaugural parade. 

Tonight the president had not com- 
pleted his inaugural address. It has 
oeen expected that recent developments 
in the international situation will have 
a large place in it, and tonight it was 
believed that the senate’s failure to 
reach a vote on the armed neutrality 
bill might be one of the points on 
whicn ne will dwell in outlining hig 
policies for the coming administration. 

The cold, misty rainstorm which be- 
gan yesterday, kept up throughout to- 
day its insistent attack on the already 
bedraggled flags and buntings in which 
‘he capital city. has dressed itself.

Temperature Began Drop- 
ping During Sunday After- 
noon and Early This Morn- 
ing It Was Midwinter 
Weather. 


A sudden drop in temperature, har-

A precipitate drop in temperature is 
noted in northern Florida, south Ala- 
bama, Georgia, East Tennessee and 
east and west. North Carolina. Georgia, 
it appears from. reports from Wash- 
ington, will be the severest sufferer, as 
the cold wave will extend over the en- 
tire state. 

| “Temperatures will be unusually low 
Monday and Monday night,” said the 
Washington warning. 

Brisk wintry winds bore down upon 
the city last night. Atlanta awoke 
to a dreary day, rainy, but with mod- 
erate temperature. The mercury began 
‘ts descent during the early part of 
the afternoon. By nightfall the tem- 
perature was of midwinter variety. 

Overcoats, wraps and heavy bedding 
were in instant demand. 

This morning’s temperature is ex- 
pected to be below freezing, as the 
government warning in this respect wa's 
corroborated by the drop in tempera- 
ture of last night. 

The winds reached such a high ve- 
locity, and the temperature such a low 
degree that the streets were also swept 
clean of pedestrians at an early hour 
Sunday night. From 10 o’clock on the 
sidewalks were deserted,except for an 
occasional wayfarer. Cabs and taxi- 
cabs did a big business carrying trav- 
clers, marooned in the cold, to the com- 
fort of their homes. 

The warning from Washington gave 
no explanation of the cause of the un- 
expected wave. Neither did it contain 
whether or not there was likelihood of 
damage to any branch of the fruit 
crop.

Washington, March 4.-

Berlin. March 4.—(Via Sayville.)—An 
armed transport steamer of 34,494 tons, 
with about 500 colonial troops, artillery 
and horse on board, was sunk by :% 
German submarine in the Mediterra- 
nean February 24, the admiralty an- 
nounced today. Some of the troops on 


board were lost. 

A troop-laden transport of 
5000 tons was sunk February 
was also announced. 

A 9.000-ton transport, under escort, 
is reported sent to the bottom Febru- 
ary 17 south of Malta, while the sink- 
ing of thirteen other vessels of a total 
more than 25,000 tons is recorded. 
The statement reads: 

“German submarines! have sunk the 
following vessels in the barred zone of 
the Mediterranean: 

“Kebruary 17, south of Malta, trans- 
port steamer of about 9,000 tons, filled 
with cargo and escorted by other ves- 
sels, steering eastward. 

“February 23, transport steamer, 
about 5,000 tons, crowded with troops, 
escorted by vessels; transport steamer, 
about 5,000 tons, with cargo, also es- 
eorted., 

“February 24, armed transport steam- 
34,494 tons, with about 500 colonial 
troops, artillery and horse on board. 
Part of the troops were drowned. 

“In addition to the transport steam- 
reported sunk, thirteen vessels, to- 
talling 25,166 tons, were destroyed in 
the Mediterranean recently. Among 
them were the Italian steamer Oceania, 
4.200 tons, with grain from America to 
Italy: British steamer Corso, 3,264 tons, 
with concealed armament and carrying 
5,000 tons of maganese ore, linseed and 
cotton from Bombay to Hull: armed 
Italian steamer PrudenzZa, 3,307. tons, 
with Indian corn from Argentina to 
Italy; Swedish steamer Skegland, 2,900 
tons, with coal from Norfolk to Italy; 
Greek steamer Proconnissos, 3,537 tons, 
from Saloniki to Algiers.”

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The reported sinking of a vessel of 
34,494 tons constitutes a record for the 
war, the largest vessel previously sunk 
being the Cunarder Lusitania, of 30,- 
396 tons. 

The vessel that’ seems most nearly 
to answer to the description of the 
“armed transport” of this size said by 
Berlin to have been sent to the bottom 
is the Statendam, which was building 
in England for the Holland-America 
Line when the war broke out and was 
taken over by the British government. 
Her tonnage is given in the latest ma- 
rine records aS approximately 35,000. 
She is reported to have been in use as 
a transport.

This 
situation, together with the possibil- 
ity of a term in the federal prison, Mr. 
Felder believes, will be very effective 
in producing the proper precaution on 
the part of the carriers. 

The reputation of the federal gov- 
ernment for obtaining convictions and 
for applying the penalty, he believes, 
will have the same salutary effect upon 
the shipper. 

Kifficient check upon these two par- 
ties to a shipping transaction, Mr. 
Felder pointed out, will leave but little 
work for the government in so far as 
the consignee is concerned.

NATIONAL DEFENSE 
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Union Heads Called to Con- 

ference for Determining 
Part Labor Shall Claim in 
Formulation of Policies. 


Washington, March 4.—Spokesmen 
of more than three million American 
Wage-earners have been called to meet 
in conference here March 12 to de- 
termine and announce the part labor 
shall claim in the formulation of poli- 
cies of preparedness and defense in the 
crisis confronting the nation. 

The call, made publie today, was is- 
sued by Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor, un- 


It went to presidents of 
international. unions 
affiliated with federation, depart- 
ment presidents and the four great 
railroad employees’ brotherhoods. 
Gompers to Union Heads. 

In his letter to the union heads, Mr. 
Gompers said: 

“Every day has added to the seri- 
ousness Of the situation that confronts 
our nation. Even though we should be 
able to maintain our rights without be- 
ing drawn into active participation in 
the present world conflict, yet we shall 
be compelled to meet the problems of 
readjustment after the war and to do 
our part to have incorporated into in- 
ternational regulations what shall de- 
termine the future ideals and princi- 
Ples of human justice and democracy 
and the establishment of institutions 
and relations to deal with misunder- 
Standings, differences and conflicting 
interests, so that they may be Buided 
in such way as to prevent future 
Wars. 

“But there is an immediate, critical 
Situation which the labor movement 
must meet at once. National construct- 
ive policies of preparedness and defense 
are now being formulated. The wage- 
earners of the United States will have 
to recognize their obligations to main- 
tain institutions of tiberty and justice 
if they are to have part in directing the 
Spirit and the methods that shall be 
adopted for the defense of our republic. 

“Some plan will be adopted. What- 
ever! the plan may be, it wil affect 
Wage-earners primarily. lf in» this 
formative period the labor movement 
Shall clearly enunciate what part it is 
Willing to take in defense of the repub- 
lic, it will be in a position to have a 
voice in deciding the whole plan of 
national preparedness for defense, but 
if the labor movement should hold 
aloof and should refuse to proclaim a 
constructive program, all. wage-earners 
will be forced to accept conditions and 
methods determined by those who do 
not understand or sympathize with the 
aims or purposes of the labor move- 
ment. 

Humans Above Property. 

“Either duties and service in con- 
nection with national defense will be 
imposed upon the workers without their 
advice when formulating these plans, 
or labor must make this an opportunity 
for emphasizing the tremendous service 
that it has rendered to society, both in 
peace and in war; and for demanding 
that all plans be in harmony with the 
thought that human life and human 
welfare are the ultimate purposes 
which both peace and war serve. 

‘“Wage-earners, the great masses of 
the people, have the right to demand 
that the interests of humans shall, un- 
der all circumstances, be made para- 
mount to the interests of property. 

“The labor movement has repeatedly 
declared that representatives of wage 
earners ought to be included in every 
agency acting for the government of 
the people. In harmony. with this po- 
sition, President Wilsém appointed me 
a member of the advisory commission 
to the counciF of national defense. The 
executive council approved my accept- 
ance of the position, and I have been 
working with the council and with the 
advisory commission. 

‘General policies are now in the 
making and can be directed either in 
accord with the interests of humanity 
or against them. But organized labor 
cannot delay in expressing itself upon 
the present and impending critical situ- 
ation. Now is the time for labor to speak. 
Inasmuch as the justification for la- 
bor’s participation in determining na- 
tional policies is based upon democratic 
principles, it is necessary that the same 
spirit should determine the principles 
and plans which the wage earners 
among themselves shall agree upon. It 
is imperative, therefore, that the re- 
sponsible representatives of the labor 
movement shall consider this entire 
subject and shall agrees upon the fun- 
damental principles which labor will 
accept in national defense and in which 
it will co-operate. 

Opportunity for Labor Movement. 

‘Within the past few days, a critical 
situation developed, making it neces- 
sary for metal workers employed in 
government navy yards to determine 
what attitude they would take toward 
plans for national defense. <A confer- 
ence held to consider that particular 
problem found it necessary to discuss 
the entire situation. In that confer- 
ence representatives of the railroad de- 
partment of the American Federation of 
Labor met with officers and representa- 
fives of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

“After the entire situation had been 
thoroughly presented and discussed, it 
was the unanimous opinion of all pres- 
ent that the labor movement would 
lose a great opportunity if it did not 
make ga definite statement as to how far 
it was willing to go in the movement 
for prepa redness. It was the sentiment 
of this conference that the labor move- 
ment must co-operate in the formula-

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Readjusting Conditions.

Electrical manufacturers in general 
have a clear understanding of the cer- 
tain and uncertain elements affecting 
their business at the present juncture 
They know that there is ‘still_an enor- 
mous unsatisfied demand, that their 
own costs and difficulties regarding 
raw materials and labor are still se- 
rious, and that a period of readjust- 
ment will confront them sooner or 
later. What they do not know is when 
readjustment will be necessary or to 
what extent it will be required in or- 
der that operations may be brought 
into alignment with the new condi- 
tions. 

In broad terms their position is that 
they have sold their output for a long 
time ahead and that they have prudent- 
lv contracted for such raw materials 
as thev will need within a reasonable 
time to meet the orders for apparatus 
and supplies. It ha's been exceedingly 
difficult for manufacturers to decide 
how far they could afford to go itn 
protecting their requirements and how 
far they were justified in delaying 
purchases in the hope that a reaction 
would oecur hefore replenishment 
should he unavoidable. Those who 
hought and contracted to the full limit 
when prices were lower have, of course, 
every reason for satisfaction: but a 
declining market, when it sets in, will 
afford equal satisfaction to those who 
will then buy, so far as is pogsible, 
only from “hand to mouth.”

-aware of her real identity.

Conditions in the newspaper publish- 
ing industry are serious, the commis- 
sion sets forth. 

» “The existing situation is due partly 
to conditions of supply and demand,” 
the report says. 

“While these eonditions obtained, and 
naturally would have some influence on 
prices, it is the opinion of the ecommis- 
sion that the prices actually were made 
in the industry without the operation 
of free competition influences in their 
determination. By means of a tradé as- 
sociation, organized ostensibly for a 
lawful purpose, conditions in’ the mar- 
ket were influenced in a very substan- 
tial degree and in a manner which sus- 
tained a price which would not be pos- 
sible under conditions of free compe- 
tition. Concert of action was made pos- 


posal by news. print paper manufac- 


turers that fix a price for their prod-: 


uct and named $2.50 a hundred pounds 
as a reasonable cnarge. Higher prices 
were set for paper in less than carload 
lots and for sheet paper. 

Acceptance of the arbitration plan 
was announced by the commission in 
a preliminary report to congress on its 
news print investigation saying there 
had been no real shortage of paper, 
but that important manufacturers of 
the United States and Canada had 
banded together to secure unreasonable 
Pprolits,

of customefs, in the promotion of fear 
that the supply would not be equal to 
the demand, in disseminating propagan- 
da justifying higher prices because of 
alleged higher costs, and in other ways.

The Board’s Findings. 

The commission's findings were out-! 
lined briefly in the following summary: 
“The increases in the selling price 
of news print paper for the year 1917 
in most cases were greater than could 
be justified by the increases in cost. 

“There is not now and has not heen’ 
&@ serious shortage of news print. The 
commission finds that there is envugh 
news ‘print paper to meet all the strict- 
Pd necessary demands of publishers 
uring 191%. There is, however, a 
close balance between supply and de- 
mand and the commission recommends 
the striotest economy in the use o 
news print paper. | 

“The system of distribution of news ! 
print paper is faulty. By rea'son of | 
this fact this close balance between } 
supply and demand could easily be de- 
veloped into local shortage. teports 
of the alleged shortage were widely 
circulated for the purpose of justifv- 
ing high prices. Keen competition 
among the comparatively unorganized 
publishers who, in their anxiety to as- 
‘sure themselves of their necessary sup- 
plies of paper, bid feverishiy in the 
open market, helped to make the sit- 
uation more acute. 


“The increase in prices has been 
due in part to the fact that free com- 
petition has been seriously restricted 
in the news print paper industry. I[m- 
portant .manufacturers in the United 
States and Canada were banded to- 
gether to secure unreasonable profits. 

“Some small publishers have already 
been put out of business and more 
are likely to suffer the same fate; and 
some large publishers will be finan- 
cially ruined and many others will be 
unable to make any profits unless con- 
ditions are remedied. 

“The commission directed its efforts 
to a discovery of the facts affecting 
the economic and legal sides of the 
question and within limitations of its 
power sought to restore also competi- 
tive conditions in the industry and 
at the same time to bring such imme- 
diate practical relief as would prevent 
serious financial distress and injury 
while the processes of competition 
were being restored.” 

The commission makes it clear that 
it is not acting as an agency of the 
government to fix prices, but is serv- 
ing only as an arbiter. It declined 
to act until both publishers and paper 
jobbers agreed to the manufacturers’ 
proposal and promised co-operation. 
Jobbers have agreed to handle and 
distribute paper put at their disposal 
by the commission at rates the com- 
misston prescribes. 

The prices fixed will be in force for 
six months and contracts callin for 
prices higher than those set will be 
abrogated. Besides the price of $2.50 at 
the mill in carload lots, the commission 
named these prices: Less than carload 
lots, $2.75; news print sheets in carload 
lots, $3.25: less than carload lots, $3.50. 
Tobbers will charge not more than 5 
per cent on carload lots; 12% per cent 
on less than carload lots, and 20 per 
cent on less than ton lots.

_ The St. Louis Star has discovered a man 
who has accumulated hair a million dollars, 
“hates his money,” and would place it at 
once where he believes it will do the most 
good. 

He is Dr. E. E. Sonnanstine, of Girard, 
Kan., and after a careful survey of the 
life-fields where help is needed he has de- 
cided to establish in St. Louis a “hobo 
college,” where the unfriended traveler of 
the highway, honestly seeking work from 
city to city, may, if need be, attain to 
greater efficiency by such education as he 
lacks. 

“This ‘hobo college,’” he explains, “will 
teach a man his A, B, C’s, if he doesn’t 
know them, and dt will also teach a number 
of useful trades.” 

He distinguishes the 
irretrievable “tramp,” as follows: 


“Hobo,” he told a reporter, “is de- 
rived from ‘bo,’ a word used in Austria, 
meaning a worker traveling to and from 
his work. ‘Bo!’ is a universal salutation 
of one man to his fellow—the hail of a 
cheery man. ‘Thus ‘hobo’ is nothing more 
nor less than a wholesome, life-loving 
workman, infected with wanderlust that 
leads him along the highways, working 
at-his trade from place to place. Isn't 
he to be admired rather than con- 
demned?”’ 

It is to aid this wandering class—per- 
haps to “settle down’’—to become perma- 
nent home-stayers and home-builders—that 
this Kansas philanthropist would devote his 
half million of money; and he thinks, if he 
can accomplish his object, it would be a 
small price to pay.

Editor Constitution: In Mark Twain's last 


| 
book, “The Mysterious Stranger,” an angel, by 


name “Satan,” a nephew of our old familiar 
Devil, is represented as showing to certain 
denizens o&{ the earth a panoramic view of 
the world’s history. In view of the present 
war craze which is sweeping, or trying to 
be swept, over this country, a portion of it is 
very intsructive reading, and I present selec- 


tions below: ; 

“Then the vision vanished, and was fol- 
lowed by a long serfes of unknown wW4rIs, 
murders and massacres. . .« Next came 
the Hebraic: wars and we saw the victims 
massacred. Next we had Egyptian 
wars, Greek wars, Roman wars, hideous 
drenching of the earth with blood, and we 
saw the treacheries of the Romans toward 
the Carthagenians, and the sickening spectacle 
of the massacre of those brave people, also 
we saw Caesar invade Britain. Next, 
Christianity was born. Then ages of Europe 
passed in review wvefore us and we saw 
Christianity and Civilization march hand-in- 
hand through these ages, ‘leaving famine and 
death and desolation in their wake, and other 
signs of the improvement of the human 
race, as Satan observed. And always we 
had wars and more wars, and still other 
wars—all: over Europe and all over the 
world. ‘Sometimes in the private interest 
of royal families,’ Satan said, ‘sometimes to 
crush a weak nation, but never a war started 
by the aggressor for any clean purpose— 
there is no such war in the human race.’ 

‘“ ‘Now,’ said Satan, ‘you have seen your 
progress down to the present (the scene is 
laid in 1590), and you must confess that it 
is wonderful, in its way. We must now ex- 
hibit the future.’ 

“He showed us slaughters more terrible 
in their destruction of life, more devastating 
in their engines of war, than any we had 
seen. 

*“*You perceive, he said, ‘that you have 
made continual progress. Cain did his mur- 
der with a club; the Hebrews did their mur- 
ders with javelins and swords; the Greeks 
and Romans added protective armor and the 
fine arts of military organization and gen- 
eralship; the Christian has added guns and 
gunpowder; a few centuries from now he 
will have so greatly improved the deadly 
effectiveness of his weapons of slaughter 
that all men will confess that without 
Christian civilization war must have remain- 
ed a poor and trifling thing to the end of 
time.’ 

“Satan laughed, then he said: ‘It is a 
remarkable progress. In five or six thousand 
years five or six high civilizations have 
risen, flourished, commanded the wonder of 
the world, then faded out and disappeared, 
and not one of them except the latest ever 
invented any sweeping and adequate way 
to kill people. They all did their best—to 
kill being the chiefest ambition of the human 
race and the earliest incident in its history— 
but only the Christian civilization has scored 
a triumph to be proud of. Two or three 
centuries from now it will be recognized 
that all the competent killers are Christians. 
‘ and what.does it amount to?’ said 
Satan, with his evil chuckle. ‘Nothing at all. 
You gain nothing; you always come out 
where you went in. For a million years 
the race has gone on monotonously propa- 
gating itself and monotonously reperforming 
this dull nonsense—to what end’? No wisdofm 
can guess! Who gets a profit out of it? 
Nobody but a parcel of usurping little mon- 
archs and nobilities who despise you; would 
feel defiled if you touch them, would shut 
the door in your face if you proposed to 
call; whom you slave for, fight for, die for, 
and are not ashamed of it, but proud; whose 
existence is a perpetual insult to you, and 
you are afraid to resent it; who are mendi- 
cants supported by youp alms, yet- assume 
toward you the airs of benefactor toward 
beggar; who address you in the language 
of master to slave, and are answered in 
the language of slave to master; who are 
worshiped by you with your mouth, while 
in your heart—if you have one—youw despise 
yourself for {t.’” 

The above is a terrible arraignment of 
war, and one must recognize it as true in 
every particular, except that fortunately we 
have no kings and ruling class in this coun- 
try, and is especially forceful in view of the 
present cruel, relentless, destructive and 
causeless war, so absolutely without justifica- 
tion that each nation claims it was forced 
into it and is battling for its existence, each 
one, mind you, even Germany, which, un- 
questionably, began it. 

Twain, speaking through “Satan” to show 
that the great bulk of the people are peace- 
ful, do not want war, but are led by a design- 
ing few, saying that “Monarchies, aristoc- 
racies are all based upon that large 
defect in your race these institutions 
will always remain, there never was a 
country where the majority of the people 
were in their secret hearts loyal to any of 
these institutions,” and then goes on to 
show: 


How a Nation Is Led Into War. 

“Look at you in war—what mutton you 
are, and how ridiculous! There has never 
been a just one, never an honorable one— 
on the part of the instigator of the war. I 
can see a million years ahead, and this rule 
will mever change in so many as half a 
dozen instances. The. little handful —as 
usual—will shout for the war. The pulpit 
will—warily and cautiously—object—at first: 
the great big dull bulk of the nation will 
rub its sleepy eyes and try to make out why 
there should be a war, and will say, earnest- 
ly and indignantly, “It :s unjust and dishon- 
orable, and there is no necessity for it.” 
Then the handful will shout louder. A few 
fair men on the other side will argue and 
reason against the war with speech and 
pen, and at first will have a hearing and be 
applauded; but it will not last long, those 
others will outshout them and presently the 
anti-war audience will thin out and lose 
popularity. Before long you will see this 
curious thing the speakers stoned from the 
platform and free speech strangled by hordes 
of furious men who in their secret hearts 
are still at one with those stoned speakers 
—as earlier—but do not dare to say = so. 
And now the whole nation—pulpit and all 
—will take up the war cry and shout itself 
hoarse and mob any honest man who ven- 
tures to open his mouth; and presently such 
mouths will cease to open. Next the states- 
men will invent cheap lies, putting the blame 
upon the nation that is attacked, and every 
man will be glad of those conscience-sooth- 
ing fallacies, and will diligently study them, 
and refuse to examine any refutation of 
them, and thus he will, by and by, convince 
himself that the war is just, and will thank 
God for the better sleep he enjoys after this 
process of grotesque self-deception.” 

Let every reader of the above ask himself 
if the above is not, so far as affairs have 
gone, an accurate picture of what is now 
going on in our nation.

A World Scarcity of Foodstuffs 
And the Lesson for the South 


(From Manufacturers Record.) 

Whether there be war or peace between 
this country and Germany, whether war be 
continued in Europe for another year or 
two, or whether peace should come, the de- 
mand for foodstuffs will exceed the supply, 
both in this country and abroad. The short- 
age in the world’s food crops last year, taken 
in connection with conditions created by the 
war, brings us nearer to a famine situation 
in foodstuffs than the world has known in 
this generation. If the crops of this coun- 
try should, by unfavorable weather condi- 
tions or by a lessened acreage, be short of a 
full average yield, we would have almost 
famine conditions, because we will go into 
the next crop practically barren of food 
supplies. _ 

Nothing less than a bumper crop of grain 
will save us from exorbitantly high prices 
for wheat and corn next winter. It is im- 
portant that the whole country should under- 
stand this situation, but it is doubly impor- 
tant that the farmers of the south should 
understand it and plant the largest acreage 
in grain which they have ever had in order to 
save themselves from having to pay the 
highest prices they have ever paid for their 
foodstuffs. 

Every business man in the south should 
do all in his power to urge. upon southern 
farmers the planting of grain and the rais- 
ing of foodstuffs of all kinds this spring 
and summer. “6 

It is hardly possible to predict what may 
happen to cotton. The price, judged by the 
world’s demand, ought to be high, but in 
view of the uncertainties of conditions here 
and elsewhere, a large cotton crop might 
prove a misfortune by forcing prices below 
a fair profit. 

The south might raise too big a cotton 
crop for its own prosperity, but it cannot 
raise too big a grain crop nor too much live- 
stock. Svery available acre should be put 
into the raising of foodstuffs, into grain, into 
vegetables, potatoes, and as much attention 
as possible should be given to livestock, and 
even to the raising of chickens and to dairy- 
ing, for the purpose of meeting the home 
demand for foodstuffs. 

It will be almost 
ern farmer not to provide, during the coming 
spring and summer, for all of the foodstuffs 
which his family will need for the next 
twelve months. Anything short of that 
would be ignoring every condition which this 
country and the world confronts in the lack 
of foodstuffs, and in the certainty of high 
prices. Business men, state governments and 
the national government owe it to the farm- 
ers and to the welfare of the country to

To the south 
the low clouds are seen to be lighted up at 
short intervals by the blinding flashes of 
the Lizard lights, the most powerful of all 
the mariners’ landmarks, casting a reflection 
over seventy miles of sea; while in front 
stream the lurid shafts of the Longships 
tower. Further away to the east the awful 
blackness is punctuated by the revolving 
light on Wolf rock. 

Many Ancient Ruina, 

“The tongue of land of which the promon- 
tory is the tip is pinched by two bays, 8t. 
Ives to the north and Mount’s bay to the 
south, the distance between the two being 
about three miles. In this lingui-formed 
area, comprising some 140 square miles, are 
to be found hundreds of ancient ruins, the 
delight of the archaeologist and antiquary. 
Cairns, cromlechs, barrows and sepulchfal 
urns, and Druidic temples or ‘henges,’ are 
found in profusion, side by side with time- 
worn symbols of the Christian religion. 
Richard Edmonds, secretary for Cornwall 
to the Cambrian Archaeological association, 
published in 1862 an excellent treatise on the 
antiquities of the district. 

“To this territory in days remote came the 
rich Phenician merchants to exchange. their 
for tin; the Roman eagles, too, 
down upon the warlike Cornish;

Even this first cursory examination 
into the strengths and weaknesses of 
teams indicates that the Yankees will 
be a dangerous bunch and one that 
probably will be more dangerous be- 
fore they are beaten. For there now 
is a trade in the wind that, in all 
probability. will be made either before 
we get into print with this prophecy 
or a short time after, which will 
strengthen one and perhaps two of 
the spotty places in the team where 
it needs bracing badly. 

You will find in examining the club 
that Donovan will present one fault 

and this is his lack of mobility. There 


is no way by which Donovan can util- 
ize the complete strength of the team, 
at one time, and that is the reason 
for the pending trade. If he could em- 
ploy all his power simultaneously his 
a regation would be a very ‘strong 
bidder for the next championship. 

The team is nearly as strong as it 
can be made with the exception of the 
first base side of the infield. Donovan 
simply must patch up second base to 
get a consistent winning combination, 
provided he intends to keep Boone 
at the ‘shift around job. He could im- 
prove, and probably will improve upon 
Pipp as a first baseman, although Pipp 
is now fairly satisfactory. 

Rven with the present layout, he 
can present a club that, with the pitch- 
ers going at top form, will trouble 
all the others in the American league.

The catching staff might be stronger 
and better. It is rather stiff. Nuna- 
maker, of course, is a’competent and 
experienced man and a corking hitter 
for a catcher, but he is stiff in his 
handling of pitchers and not a great 
backstop. Walters also is a nice hit- 
ting catcher and throws well. He im- 
proved a lot last season and should be 
better. Alexander, of whom s0 much 
was expected, really did not live up to 
his promise, although a fair man and 
possibly a comer. 

It may be taken for granted that, 
while these men might be better, they 
are the best available, and Donovan 
will stand pat and try to improve what 
he has, rather than to attempt to trade 
or develop new men for backKstop's.

Donovan Hero When Guessing Right. 

There is a tremendous amount of, 
waste strength scattered around this 
team and on the bench, and Donovan 
i's scarcely to be blamed if he does not 
get it all out of the men all the time. 
He'’was a hero while he was-guessing 
right in midseason and, of course, was 
blamed when he began guessing wrong 
in August. 

The worst feature of the team, that 
is outside the mechanical part, is its 
tendency to streaks. It seems to win 
by spurts of enthusiasm and to slump 
just as heavily—a fault also noticeable 
in the Chicago White Stockings. Con- 
sistency is the big thing in baseball, 
and the team that plugs along, break- 
ing even, occasionallyY grabbing two 
out of three games in a series, and then 
rising to the occasion and smiting the 
club that is most dangerous, is the win- 
ner. Of course, last year Donovan was 
really only putting together his ma- 
chine, and he proved himself a much 
better handler of men than many of 
us, who know him, supposed he would 
be. Bill has one grave, fine fault, and 
that is an inclination to be too pgoowod- 
natured and easy-going. Sometimes, it 
takes several geasons to cure a new 
manager of that mistake, but, accord- 
ing to his players, Bill was not cured, 
and vet he proved a fellow can keep 
good-natured and still hold the respect 
of his men—an unusual virtue. 

He has owners who are willing to 
spend fortunes to get a winner and that 
helps—helps immensely unless they, in 
their eagerness to win begin offering 
‘advice.’ There is, however, no indi- 
ecation that the advisers hampered 
Donovan last year, thus proving them- 
selves good sportsmen. 

The thing that seems most needed is 
“pnep’—not the kind of “pep” which 
bubbles over while everything is going 
right, but the old natural “pep’’ that is 
there, win or lose, and that buoys up 
a team when things are breaking 
tough. The constant hard luck ery last 
Summer seemed to show the Yankees 
lack that sort. The team that loses 
ought to imitate the doe who licks its 
own wounds in silence and figures out 
how to give the other pup some to 
lick tomorrow.

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PONSTANT ADVANCE 
NN COTTON MARKET 


Gain of 60 to 126 Points 
Over Previous Week—De- 
mand for Spots Met by 
Small Offerings. 


New Orleans, March 4.—A constant 
rise in prices was registered in the 


cotton market last week, the lowest 
levels being on Monday and the high- 
est on Saturday. At the highest the 
strongest months were a little more 
than $6 a bale above the level of the 
previous week’s close. The improve- 
ment was due chiefly to a marked in- 
creased in the demand for spots, met 
by only small offerings, a situation 
which led to talk of a corner in the 
March position. Topmost levels show- 
ed an advance of 61 to 125 points; 
the net change was an advance of 60 
to 126 points. 

The market was further strengthen- 
ed by the wet weather prevailing in 
the eastern half of the belt, which 
was considered highly unfavorable be- 
eause of its effect in delaying new 
crop preparations. 

Political news, while unfavorable, did 
not have the usual effect of unset- 
tling the market and, most of the time, 
was practically ignored. The theory 
on the long side was that while the 
market might be depressed by any 
further unfavorable developments, such 
as actual declaration of war, supplies 


of cotton were so small in proportion 
to the expected demand that lower 
prices would be only temporary. 

Rains in Texas were considered an 
argument against the price ey bearish 
traders, but little selling developed. To 
a considerable extent they were off- 
set by reports of a shortage of labor, 
lack of fertilizer and high cost of sup- 
plies necessary to make the new crop. 

This week the spot situation is ex- 
to overshadow all other faa- 
tors and the trade will eagerly watch 
further signs of what has been 
utyled a “self-corner’ in March. The 
political situation may have some in- 
fluence on prices, but, in the present 
femper of the market, it would not 
oe surprising to see armed neutrality 
reflected by higher values, especially 
if ‘such a state of affairs should re- 
open commerce on the high seas and 
again provide an outlet for the export 
of American cotton. 


ADVANCE IS ANNOUNCED 
IN ALL WIRE PRODUCTS 


Makes Nails $3.20 Per Keg, 
the Highest Price Since 
1899. 


New York, March 4.—The American 
Steel and Wire company yesterday an- 
nounced an advance of $4 per ton in 
the price of all wire products effective 
at once. The new schedule: makes nails 
$3.20 per keg, the highest since De- 


cember, 1899, and other products are 
at the highest points in twenty-five 
years. The advance was prompted by 
large sales on domestic and foreign 
account, in conjunction with heavy re- 
duction in output. 

Agricultural implement manufactur- 
ers who have been quietly closing con- 
tracts for soft steel bars for ship- 
ment over the second half of this year 
are reported to have secured about 250,- 
000 tons. 

Energetic buying of ship plates and 
marine shapes on domestic and foreign 
account has further pre-empted mill 
capacity through 1918 and even into 
1919. The orders for ships placed by 
Cunard Line have been increased, it is 
learned, to fifteen boats to be built 
on the Atlantic and Pacific coasts. 
Eastern ship yards placed orders for 
about 15,000 tons plates and shapes, 
other than for the Cunard boats. Ja- 
pan was vigorously in the market se- 
euring 25,000 tons of ship plates at 6 
to 6.50 cents per pound and is ‘still in 
the market for as much more. There 
were new inquiries from Norway, Italy, 
South America and from Spain.

BRITISH SOLDIERS ON WAY TO 
FIRING LINE. 

Under cover of fog and mist the 
Germans carried out the greatest re- 
tirement they have made on the west 
ern front in the past two years, and 
the British swept into possession of 
Pys, Serre, Miraumont and Petit Mi- 
raumont, including the famous Butte 
de Warlencourt, which has been the 
scene of some of the fiercest fighting 
of the war and in places is deep with 
the bones of dead men. 

The exact extent of the German re- 
tirement approaches a depth of three 
miles at some points. British patrols 
are out in all directions harassing the 
Germans and keeping in touch with 
their movements. 

It can be stated that the British now 
or soon will be in a position possibly 
to force the evacuation of Bapaume, 
which has been the key to the German 
position since the beginning of the 
battle of the Somme. The points 
which already have fallen into their 
hands have stood out in the history 
of fighting on this front and had been 
most stubbornly defended. Only a few 
days ago, when the British attacked 
on a two-mile front east and south of 
Miraumont and Pys, the German re- 
sistance was bitter, and the high 
ground desired was won only after 
desperate hand-to-hand encounters and 
the taking of more than 800 German 
prisoners.

GERMANS SMASHED 
BY BRITISH GUNS. 


(From a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press.) 
British Headquarters «in France, 
March 


4.—(Via London. )—W hatever 
may be the ultimate strategy lying be- 
hind or claimed for the German re- | 
tirement between Gommecourt and Le 
Transloy, even most casual inspection 
of some of the evacuated lines near Ba- | 
paume plainly reveals the immediate 
reason for their abandonment. They 
have been smashed to pieces by the in- 
cessant British artillery fire. 

Communication trenches, built for the 
purpose of gyi J up food and ammu- 
nition, had been attened almost be- 
yond recognition. The wide belt of area. 
back of the German lines had been 
lashed by bursting shells until it had 
become virtually impassable. Often for 
days the British drum fire made it im- 
possible for any man to reach or leave 
the trenches.

The British ou sts are established 
well beyond the old German front line 
positions and it was possible yesterday 
to visit and inspect some of the 
trenches and strong points, which it 
was all too apparent the Germans could 
no longer maintain in a defensible con- 
dition. The abandoned ound was 
covered with hundreds of an dead. 

Large British burying parties, brave- 
ly ignoring German shells and snipers, 
have been busy for several days ciear- 
ing up the dead, but the task atill a 
long way from completion. 

In front of the old German lines near 
Le Barque were some bodies which had 
lain there since last November, when 
the Germans attempted an attacked, but 
were shot down while leaving their 
trenches. The unceasing artillery and 
rifle fire had prevented their recovery. 

It seems that the Germans must have 
lost heavily in abandoning their posi- 
tions, for scores of bodies were encoun- 
tered behind the lines, those of freshly 
fallen men. The Germans are continu- 
ing their strong defensive rear guard 
actions, but the British appear able to 
move forward and consolidate the new 
ground just as rapidly as they desire. 


BRITISH FORCES 
STILL ADVANCING 
IN NORTH FRANCE 


London, March 4.—The British troops 
in their forward movement in the An- 
cre area in France have made another 


advance east of Gommecourt, along a 
two-mile front of about two-thirds of a 
mile, according to the official report 
from headquarters tonight. Nearly 200 
prisoners were captured. 

The report reads: 

“This morning we attacked and cap- 
tured the enemy’s front and support 
lines east of Bouchavesnes on a front 
of twelve hundred yards, taking 173 
prisoners and three machine guns. Dur- 
ing the day we repulsed with heavy en- 
emy losses several counter attacks. 

“Bast of Gommecourt the enemy con- 
tinued to yield ground. In this neigh- 
borhood we advanced along a two-mile 
front to an average depth of twelve 
hundred yards. 

“Six prisoners were taken in a suc- 
cessful raid last night northeast of 
Abdlaincourt. During the last twenty- 
four hours we have captured a total of 
199 prisoners, five machine guns and 
two trench mortars.” 


RAIDS MADE 
BY FRENCH. 


Paris, March 4.—Raids and surprise 
attacks took place in several sections 
of the French front last night. Today's 
war office statement reports the opera- 
tions as follows: 

“Between the Ofse and the Aisne our 
detachments penetrated enemy  posi- 
tions south of Nouvron as far ag the 
second German trench and carried out 
important destructive work. 

“An enemy surprise attack directed 
further west against our posts in the 
region of Haute Braye failed. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse our 
batteries took under their fire and 
dispersed an enemy detachment north 
of Regnieville.

RUSSIAN FORCES 
ON THE OFFENSIVE 
AGAINST TURKS 


Petrograd, March 4.—(Via London. 
British Admiralty Per Wireless Press.) 
The capture of Hamadan, in Persia, 
slightly more than 100 miles from the 
Mesopotamian border, was officially 
announced by the war office today. 
town was taken.from the Turks 
on March 2. Russian troop’ also are 
on the offensive further northwest and 
have captured a village within two 
miles of Bijar, eighty miles northwest 
of Hamadan and about the same dis- 
tance from the border. The official 
statement reads: 

“Caucasus Front: In Persia our de- 
tachments assumed the offensive in 
the direction of Bijar and occupied the 
village of Khanikali, two miles south- 

west of Bijar. 

“As the result of operations in the 
Hamadan region the town of Hamadan 
was captured by our troops on March 2. 

“Western Front: In the’ neighbor- 
hood of the little town of Krevo we 
made a gas attack which caused alarm 
in the enemy trenches, 

‘‘Rumanian Front: There has 
reciprocal firing activity.” 


Berlin, March 2.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Engagements with the Russians in the 
Hamadan region of Persia are reported 
in the Turkish official statement of 
March 1, which reads: 

“Persian Front: On February 26 a 
strong force of hostile cav wah aceom- 
panied by infantry, attem eh to a 
proach our advanced posit ons on th 
road from Hamadan to Kaswin, iekine 
repulsed by our fire. On February 27 
an engagement between patrols oc- 
curred.” 


ROOSEVELT REFUSES 
TO DEBATE WITH BRYAN 
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New York, March 4.—_-Theodore Roose- 
velt has declined an Invitation of rep- 
resentatives of the congress of forums 
to debate the subject of preparedness 
in this city with William Jennings 
Bryan, it was announced tonight. Mr. 
Bryan, it was explained, had accepted 
the invitation, but asserted in a letter 
that he thought it would be wise to 
wait until the present international 
crisis was past. 

Colonel Roosevelt’s reply to the rep- 
resentatives of the congres of forums 
said, in part: 

“IT cannot accept your proposal of 
the 21st, because I regard it as a waste 
of time to debate non-debatable sub- 
jects.”’
